In the testimony of Edward P. Mox- 
ey. & government bank examiner, it 
had been revealed that a person 
named Lesiie W. Whiting, had been 
one of the heaviest borrowers from 
the bank, at one time owing the insti- 
tution $310,000. Hardly a week went 
by in the year of 1907, the testimony 
showed, that Whiting did not borrow 
$100,000 or more, giving ice stock prin- 
cipally, as security. 

It always. appeared in the records 
as presented, however, that the enor- 
mous sums of money borrowed by 
Whiting were credited to the accounts 
of Charlies W. Morse.

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 14—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} F. C. Buchold, a press feeder, 
is mentally unbalanced at the City 
Hospital as a result of his thrilling 
escape from the fourth floor of a burn- 
ing down-town office building at the 
noon hour today. Buchold was work- 
ing on the fourth floor of the Alien 
building when flames cut off his escape 
by elevator or stairway. He waited at 
a window while a fireman made a hu- 


KIO, Oct. 17, 9 a.m.—The delay of 
the American battleship fleet's ar- 
riving at Yokohama was due to a 
tremendous storm off the north coast 
of the Island of Luzon, of the Philip 
pine group. The storm began on the 
morning of October 12, and continued 
until the afternoon of October 1%. (ne 
man was drowned and some damage 
resulted to the fleet. 

The following wireless telegram from 
the American battleship fieet, giving 
particulars of the storm encountered 


accounting for the delay im the fleet's 
arrival at Yok ma, was received by 
the Associated this morning: 

“On board U.8.8. Connecticut, off 


On the morning of October 12 the fleet 
encountered a northeast gale while off 


of the Philippine group. - 
“The storm was ve heavy and all 
that afternoon and night the seas were 
tremendously heavy. The fleet was 
moving in line of squadrons at the 
double distance of 800 yards, and the 
vessels were rolling and pitching heav- 
ily. Speed was reduced, but the ships 
were constantly taking seas aboard. 
‘The height of the storm was reached 
on the morning of the 153th. 
“The Virginia, New Jersey and Wis- 
consin each lost life boats and the 
fore topmast of the Keadrsarge was car- 
ried away, but repairs were soon ef- 
fected. 
“William Fuller, a gunners mate, 
was washed overboard from the quar- 
terdeck of the Rhode Island and 
drowned. 
“A. Gladden, a seaman, was washed 
overboard from the Minnesota. A well- 
directed throw from the Vermont, next 
astern, placed a life buoy in his grasp 
and he was rescued. 
“The sea was too rough to lower a 
boat. 
“The fourth division of the fleet, with 
its head up to the sea, slowed down 
during the night of the 12th, and on 
the morning of the 13th was east of 
the main body. 
“The fleet held its course during the 
storm, which moderated on the after- 
noon of the 13th, when the wind hauled 
off to the east and fine weather pre- 
valled. 
“On the 14th the fleet closed up and 
resumed a speed of ten knots, the 
fourth division overfiiauling the main 
Sete at a speed of eleven knots. 
“Owing to the storm the fleet will not 
arrive at Yokohama until the morning 


of the 18th. 
“October 14 a man fell overboard 
from the Illinois. but was rescued 


from the Kentucky. 

“October 15 there was good weather. 
Bendix Johnson, gunners’ mate on the 
Missouri, died from heart disease. He 
was burjed at sea October 16. The 
fleet stopped and colors were half- 
masted, The position of the fleet on 
the evening of October 16 was latitude 
31 deg. and 3 minutes north: longitude 
133 deg. and 59 minutes east."

16.—John A. Pat- 
terseon & Co.. dealers in braid, re- 
ceived some time ago a consignment 
of horsehair braids from abroad, upon 
which the board of general appraisers 
assessed a duty of 60 per cent. ad 
valorem, classing the merchandise as 
silk braids by similitude. 
The firm appealed to the Federal 
Court, which affirmed the decision. 
Then Patterson & Co. carried the 
matter to the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in a brief submitted by counsel! 
- which, In part reads; 
“There is nothing meritorious in the 
Suggestion that because horsehair 
comes from an animal it assimilates 
more to silk than chipgrass, etc. As 
a matter of fact, it is oftener said that 


hair is really a vegetable growth 
rather than an animal substance, 
which is indicated by its continued 


growth in many cases after death.” 
Should the Court of Appeals find 
that horsehair is a vegetable, like 
straw and rattan, the duty collecta- 
ble on such merchandise will be only 
15 per cent. ad valorem, which would 
mean a big saving to merchants who 
are now required to pay the 60 per 
cent. duty.

Leaves Pathetic Letter of 
Farewell to. Parents. 


Spent on Geisha Cash Saved 
*for Trip Home. 


Friends Follow Advice of a 
“Soothsayer” in Hunt. 


Mystery shrouds the fate of N. 
Shintani, Japanese boss of a gang of. 
workmen. 


His friends in the Japanese colony 
of Los Angeles believe him dead, by 
his own hand. Despondency over the 
loss of $300 which he is said to have 
squandered over a Geisha is given as 
the supposed cause for the deed. 

The missing mam left letters hidden 
in his underwear, tn a little telescope 
bag. at his boarding house, .«o. 708 
South Grand avenue. These farewell 
missives tell friends not to search for 
him: that he will go away and make 
an end of himeelf, in a place where 
no man can find hia body. Shintani 
disappeared September 12. His friends 
have sought him near and far since 
then but the mystery remains as deep 
as ever. 

Shintani was 31 years old, and was 
five feet one and one-half inches tall. 
At the time of his disappearance he 
wore a white summer suit, tan shoes, 
sti” hat, and carried a gold watch 
and chain.

ON BELLBUOYS? 


CITY ATTORNEY HOLDS WATER 
GIVES NO EXCUSE. 


Sunset Boulevard District Has 
Streets That Pass Through Echo 
Park Lake and Ivanhoe Reservoir 
and Notices Must Be Posted Every 
One Hundred Feet. 


_ Paving Sunset boulevard may have 
‘to be accomplished legally with a div- 
ing suit and a belibuoy, if the City 
Engineer follows rigidly the instruc- 
tlens of E. R. Young, Assistant City 
Attorney. This is because certain 
streets pass through Echo Park Lake 
and the Ivanhoe reservoir, and, under 
the law, as construed by Mr. Young, a 
notice must be posted every 100 feet. 

In all 6800 notices are to be posted 
in the big assessment district. In fol- 
lowing the streets in this work the 
engineer found that one street  dis- 
appears in Echo Park Lake and re- 
eppears at the other side. But it don’t 
disappear—legally. The distance be- 
tween disappearance and reappearance 
is several hundred feet. Consequenfly 
he asked a legal opinion as to whether 
notices must be posted between points. 

“Post notices every 100 feet, accord- 
fing to the law,” is his answer. Ditto 
as to Ivanhoe reservoir. 

Now the problem is how the notices 
shail be posted. Ordinarily they are 
tacked on telegraph poles, sheds, trees 
and such available things as appear 
convenient. On a waste of water the 
engineer finds nothing to tack to, al- 
though tacking Is always a good thing 
on a waste of water. hether to drive

HE COMING CONFERENCE. 

It is, of course, eminently proper that a Euro- 
pean conference should try to settle the affairs of 
the distracted Balkans. But for the prospect otf 
such an assembly, some of the nations concerned 
would have been at each other’s throats before now. 
Even the assurance of full deliberation and a pa- 
tient hearing of claims may be ingufficient to re- 
strain the fiery warriors of these eastern principali- 
ties, who are naturally unable to see why their own 
emancipation and independence should be made the 
subject of ‘a foreign conclave. Nor is there any 
reason why they should view such a meeting of the 
powers with either hope or confidence. They wil! 
remember that the Berlin conference disposed of 
th¢ir liberties as though they were so much mer- 
chandise, and that their freedom and even their 
right to exist was made the subject of exchange and 
barter. Why should they anticipate better con- 
sideration at a time when the European stage con- 
tains not a single statesman of preéminent ability, 


seized with such greedy irresponsibility. Indeed, 
ber state of mind is sufficiently indicated by the 
fact that she declines even to discuss what she con- 
siders to be an accomplished and irrevocable fact. 
She asks, in so many words, that the conference 
shall exclude from its discussions the very incident 
that has called the conference into being. Can we 
imagine that Turkey will acquiesce in a deprivation 
of territory that goes so far to wipe her off the 
map as a European power? Is it possible that Bul- 
garia will forego an independence and a dignity 
that she has acquired at such risk and with such 
enthusiasm? And again, is it conceivable that 
Austria will be allowed so to aggrandize herself 
without some provision for a corresponding com- 
pensation of the other powers? And where is such 
a compensation to come from? 

The attitude of England has already been ex- 
plained by the Prime Minister in the House of Com- 
mons. England refuses to countenance any of the 
changes of which the last few weeks have been the 
witness. She cannot recognize any disturbance of 
the treaty of Berlin, and while thus throwing herself 
upon the side of Turkey, she places herself in direct 
opposition to Austria, to Bulgaria, to Servia and 
to Crete. That may be a sound diplomatic basis 
from which to start, but it seems singularly futiie 
in view of events which are already too numerous 
and too strong to be reversed. 

And, meanwhile, the complexities of the situation 
are increasing. Russia sees her opportunity once 
more to bring forward claims that have been dor- 


cation with all the powers, is understood to have 


formulated a demand that the forthcoming confer- 


ence shall include the whole question of the Bos. 
porus and the Dardanelles in its deliberations. 
Russia has always desired this outlet for her war- 
ships, but she has been foiled again and again by a 
British diplomacy always suspicious of an attempt 
wpon India.

offenders. It was first tried in an Irish jail in 1906, 


and the London Daily Mail tells us that “the net re- 
sult is that at least 70 per cent. of juvenile offenders 


We are further informed that the system, which 
is proving successful in England as well as in Ire- 
lend, “beyond the dreams of the originators,” aims 
to make the prison, especially for offenders between 
the ages of 16 and 21, a sort of moral hospital. 
The youths are taught trades and crafts; they are 
carefully drilled, humanely taught, well fed and 
entirely isolated from the older prisoners. They 
are trained and disciplined, and when their time 
expires places are found for them, and a new start, 
unprejudiced by the early mishap, is insured.
